"The explosive device set. off at the Marine 
Midland Grace Trust Company on the night of 
August 20 i h was an act of political sabotage 
Considerable damage was done to the security 
files and building structure of the W R Grace 
Company which extensively controls agricultural 
and chemical holdings throughout Latin America. 

"There was no intent to hurt anyone The 
attack was directed only at property An hour 
before the explosion a W R Grace guard was 
telephoned and advised to clear the building at 
140 Broadway Were this warning not treated as 
a hoax, the minor rmuries sustained by 17 people 
would have been avoided 

"This was the thud of such acts, beginning 
v-rn the explosion at a grenade arsenal in New 
Jersey on July 15th and the bj owing up of a United 
Fruit pier on July 26th commemorating the Cuban 
.Revolution 

"Crimes against other peoples of the world 
are every bit as heinous as crimes against Ameri- 
cans Jailing and killing will not deter acts of 
sabotage m the U S , nor will the age-old politi- 
cal placebo known as "liberal reform " Nor will 
the longed-for ending of the war in Vietnam even 
j n t o end the w*r in the U S Nor m short is 
rhere anything that the government can do to pla- 
, ate the impulse to revolution that is in the blood 
f young America from coast to coast " 


The statement was dated August 20th and 
was unsigned 

The explosion was caused by a "high- order 
explosive of considerable quanti ty r " according 
to a preliminary report by the police bomb 
squad. The blast ripped a hole eight -feet wide 
through a ten- foot- cluck floor dumping debris 
onto the seventh floor which is also part of 
the corporate trust department.. The eighth floor 
was a mass of ceiling paneling dangling toward 
the floor,. Debris was piled three feet deep. 
Twenty rune windows were shattered on the north 
side of che building Pipes and wires were 
twisted and chairs and desks were overturned 
There were gaping holes in the walls and 
scattered around the room were dented filing 
cabinets and damaged office machines. 

Two women were hospitalized- one with a 
concussion and the other with a dislocated shoulde 

Bank officials had no immediate dollar 
estimate of the damage ; except to say that it 
was "substantial," They also said it would 
be "quite some time" before the eighth floor 
was restored. 

On June 24th the Government of Peru announced 
that $10 million of sugar lands owned by W,R~ 

Grace § Co were to be seized in Peru's agrarian 
reform, which is supposed to provide for the 
takeover of all the large landholdings in that 
country. The plan is to turn the large plan- 
tations into agricultural cooperatives for 
the peasants The government also assumed 
control of a $15 million sugar mill 0 

Grace is now fighting to retain control of 
its $80 million paper and chemical complex in 
Peru,, On August 22nd the company revealed that 
the Peruvian government had assumed control of 
the complex as the result of a "misunderstanding 1 
and predicted that the property would be returned 
to the company Two days later the Peruvian 
cabinet rescinded the order authorizing the 
take • over 

A Grace spokesman said they had "absolutely 
no clues or leads" on the bombing, At least 40 
detectives and plainclothesmen were assigned 
full time to the case, in addition to the Federal 
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Bureau of Investigation and the bank s private- 
security force.

LETTER FROM FORI DIX 
LIBERATION News Service 

FORT DIX N J (LNS) The following let- 
ter was sent by a soldier at Fort Dix to >ome 
friends of his in New fork City. 

I have thought recently of a cartoon I saw 
last spring of a giant mechanical monster eating 
civilians and shitting soldiers, That s what this 
place is like. There are five companies of about 
1,200 men each going through basic training here 
at the moment. The frantic expan-ion of tacili 
ties presently going on seems to indicate they 
expect more cannon fodder m the future,. Right 
now we all eat in a mess hall built for one com 
pany ; since no others are in operation now,. 

The discipline is rigid here in the classic 
pattern of treating people like shit so they won t 
feel so bad when you let up and treat them like 
shit with privileges.. People ate gradually for* 
getting the freedom they once had and are n?w 
working hard in order to obtain the “privilege' 
of going to the PX c: getting a pass to go out :f 
the company area. 

The company commander is an Ifruie Tom who 
carries a small metal stick and takes delight in 
telling us about all the power he has over us CJ 
He obviously enjoys having power over ai ) these 
young boys in an obviously homosexual manner. 

There are few NCCs here who cculd be conf i 
dered stable. Most have been in tor 20 years 
and have known little else, but there 
sergeants just back from Vietnam who are really- 
fucked up. One ot them got to rapping about his 
expe r lences 
the tremendous 
had acquired, 
your pal stands 
as if he were ha; ing 
re 1 at ions with hi" 
better. It you don t

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is no sense of duty to be found in his mind just 
an all cut effort to complete his year and get out. 

He seemed to feel as if he were a man because of 
what he did,, He admitted he never was very sue 
cessful on the outside and I think the army fulfills 
this need for a lot of losers.

He described himself as a "roly poly nothing' 4 
when he entered the army in 1966 Now he s a 
captain with power, if only the power of a

If you can send some underground papers in a plain 
envelope 1st class it would probably be OK but I 
would net want it any other way* The mail all comes 
through the company and we were unoffically warned 
about '’subversive material. 1 * 

By the way we ve had about 10 lectures on AWOL. 
indicating the size of the problem. There are many 
guys here who plan to desert rather than go to Nam. 

I hope 1 can get into the city a few weeks from 
now and hope to see you all. Love to everybody,

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THE FESTIVAL OF THIEVES IN SAN FRANCISCO 
SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) - -The richest and 
most powerful criminals in the world are going to 
meet here on September 15th. No, folks, not the 
Mafia, but approximately 500 of the biggest 
business leaders from over 60 countries. 

The occasion is the quadrennial International 
Industrial Conference, convened by the Stanford 
Research Institute and such all-time favorites 
as Davy Rockefeller and Jolly Roger Blough, 
head of US. Steel. The purpose of the meeting 
is to map out business strategy in the Third 
World and the U.S. for the next four years. 

The names on the guest list are the same na- 
mes you will find on the boards of directors 
of the world* s largest corporations: Chase Man- 

hattan Bank, US. Steel, Royal Dutch Petroleum, 

Bank of America, Standard Oil, and many, many more. 
Some of the conference topics will be "alterna- 
tives to free collective bargaining’* (union bust- 
ing), ’’safeguarding investments abroad” (sending 
in the marines), and "improving the public image 
of private enterprise” (whitewash) . 

While the Vietnam war continues endlessly, 
taxes rise, and police kill black people at will, 
thes men who control the wealth and resources of 
half the world meet on Nob Hill to figure out 
how to increase their profits Instead of clean- 
ing dirty cities, building decent housing, and 
assuring people jobs, they pour money back into 
their companies and wasteful defense programs like 
ABM. To protect their investments m other peop- 
le's lands, they send troops to Asia and Latin 
America and their cops 
In Latin America, 


investments mean $1 5 billion in profits yearly for 
U.S industrialists they rake in this dough by 
paying low wages abroad and draining scarce foreign 
resources while charging high prices at home. This 
robbery of Latin America's wealth creates poverty 
and misery for the people there. One third of the 
population is illiterate, 14% of the labor force is 
unemployed, one out of every ten babies dies in in- 
fancy. That is what imperialism means for Latin 
Americans, 

Businessmen claim that their investments contri- 
bute to the "development” of the Third World. In 
fact, U,S. investment does increase the productive 
capacity of Third World countries and does help 
raise the standard of living for some of their peo- 
ple, But such involvement simply widens the gap be- 
tween the rich and the poor of the Third World, 

The money that makes its way into the hands of the 
upper classes provides a rich market for Ameican 
luxury goods, but it also spurs inflation. The lower 
classes (either unemployed or paid starvation wages) 
lose out, as their small amounts of money become 
nearly worthless „ 

The men who are responsible for all this know 
they are in trouble. They are meeting in San Fran- 
cisco to figure out how to make the system work bet- 
ter for them. Tricky Dick will be there too, to 
address a black tie dinner with a menu that reportedly 
includes Colombian coffee, sugar from the Dominican 
Republic, California table grapes, Chiquita bananas 
and South African lobster. 

Many of the people of San Francisco who were not 
invited to the conference are looking forward to it 
anyway -- SDS, the Red Guard, the Asian -American 
Political Alliance, Los Siete de la Raza, and others.

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HOMOSEXUALITY AM) CAPITAL ISM: 

WHY DON'T TULA LIKE US°

SAN FRANCISCO f LNS) -- Too many homosexuals 
have an apologetic attitude about their sexuality 
In order to win freedom for homosexuals we need 
to do two things. First, we need to develop a 
positive attitude toward oursel-.es, to free our- 
selves from the notion that homosexuality per se 
is a sickness. Man, the most advanced form of 
life, is a qualitatively different sort of animal 
from the ants or bees, whose whole life pattern 
is rigidly controlled by instinct, Man is a 
creative animal. It is illogical to expect some- 
thing so central to his being as his sexuality 
to be other than free. Homosexuality is as valid 
an expression as heterosexuality and in a complet- 
ely free and natural environment would be its 
equal socially, morally, and numerically - 

Second, we need to understand what it is, 
if not nature, that makes society find us so un- 
acceptable. As a Marxist, I see all of recorded 
history to the present as motivated primarily by 
the class struggle, which is a necessary and fun- 
damental feature of ali private property systems. 
The division of man m t o classes arose along with 
private holdings in land and the institutions of 
marriage and family with the introduction of agri- 
culture m man’s rate prehistory. it is pri- 
marily because we do not :U readily into a fam- 
ily structure , the basic unit \ n private property 
systems, that we die : edged untrustworthy and 
e xpendab I e

keeps him from fighting the men responsible for 
his thin wallet, his lousy job and his slipshod 
education. It's the big landowner, the big banker, 
the factory boss, and the Dixiecrat politician. 

In fact, these ruling class "characteis" 
whose existence isn't even suggested in "Easy 
Rider" are in life tolerant of "hip" life styles 
or exotic "morals;" more "sophisticated" than 
the "rednecks;" not likely to dirty their own 
hands with "violence." They'll happily offer up 
the poor whites they rule as bad guys if it 
helps them perpetuate their disguise. By de- 
fault, "Easy Rider" takes the bait. Youth re- 
bellion is reduced to Long Hair, Sex, and Pot; 
white racism appears as a neurosis of the people, 
not as a tool of their bosses. And the "answers" 
the two riders find are smug and innocuous. 

But the film has struck a sensitive chord in 
the young Left. Although its "outcast rebels" 
are obviously apolitical, the question has been 
raised in discussion, "How can we use the 'counter- 
community,' or 'counter-institution' to enrich not 
only our lives, but the general struggle as well?" 

One line advocates: "An autonomous culture 

that (will sustain) the political independence of 
the working class ... (since) the cultural revolt 
from capitalism is the 'sea' in which we, the 
political guerrillas, are the 'fish'...." (Paul 
Buhle, Leviathan N. 4, 1969) 

So we go off to wander 40 years in the para- 
dise of Woodstock or a "liberated" underground, 
"outside" the "system," purify ourselves and 
return to lead the masses out of Egypt 1 (If 
they haven't been so thrilled by our example as to 
drop their tools or petty dreams and follow us.) 


Revolutionaries always have, and do set up 

independent organizational cnviionjnents" (LNS, 

WBAI , communist parties, people's armies, trade 
unions, social groups, etc) as_ we 1 1 as_ working 
within "straight" wot. ids. Political gueriilla^ do 
not swim in a sea ot cultural revolt. Instead, 
revolutionary cultuie is the algae on which fish 
feed in the sea of the class struggle. 

For iii stance, the Black Panther Parcy Free 
Breakfast Program, which at one Harlem Church has 
been classed "an oasis in the raging ghetto," isn't 
equivalent to the hippie commune in "Easy Rider." 

The Panthers aren't out to replace supermarkets or 
the home kitchen yet; they don't pose their "counter- 
community" against the whole range of political 
struggles. They know there's a revolution coming 
up and a war to be won before real revolutionary 
institutions can be set up. 

Looking for .America? Bill Foster found her 
heart; Peter For da scill is playing with her 
fingers and her toes.

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"THE WILD BUNCH": REVOLUTIONARY WESTERN?

Not since "The Graduate" has the overground 
and underground press been more in accord, "The 
Wild Bunch" is terrific and not to be missed etc. 

The Chicago Seed gave the ultimate accolade: "maybe 
the only revolutionary western ever made." What? 

A movie from Hollywood "revolutionary?" Can it be? 
No, baby, you can bet your balls it ain't. 

"The Wild Bunch" serves up the same old shit 
but in a new shit wrapper and with a new shit-salt 
flavoring. Perhaps because the man who is most 
responsible for the flick is half Indian (i.e., 
native American, i.e., native whatever-the-hell- 
his-peuple-called-their-homeland) the Indians 
in this Western are good guys. 

But making Indians good guys isn't any more 
revolutionary than making a black man a bank 
president. And anyway, despite the fact they're 
the good guys the Indians still only get token 
coverage while the supposed bad guys are re ally 
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Ryan and Holden are not only as American and 
traditional as United Fruit, in this flick they 
embody every traditional trait of the American 
dream ethic. They are pitted against each 
other, first of all, in the great tradition of 
COMPETITION, you know, loyal opposition etc. 

The reasons are complex -- in a simple 
homey way -- but basically it can all be attribu- 
ted to their INDIVIDUALITY in the face of the 
common hordes. They are at their best when 
faced with TECHNICAL difficulties and problem 
solving, like how to rob the arms shipment 
from the trainload of soldiers etc. They are 
TOUGH but HUMAN, i.e. they got a soft spot for 
beautiful non-white mothers forced to prosti- 
tute themselves to feed their kinds but not for 
unbeautiful anything especially a hooker who’s 
doing it to feed herself etc. 

But more important than all the little 
things that make an American hero so great like 
being basically anti -establishment but still 
true enough to Uncle Sam to get an extra kick out 
of offing the lousy kraut who is out to do in 
your country, and being loyal to your buddies 
and ideals up to the point of the sacredness 
of private property (whether robbed from the 
government, the people, or each other), being 
stylishly casual about clothes and so on, more 
than all these little things that add up to 
U.S.A., both these men LOOK, TALK, and ACT like 
WASPS. 

If you don't think that's important you 
aren't a poor white Southerner because if 
there's any law at work in the casting of this 
film it's that the degree of insidiousness 
and stupidity of the characters is only matched 
by the intensity of their Southern accents. 
Because this year the scapegoats for our problems 
are "rednecks" and Wallacites and the "born 
racists" of the South, that's why. Not the people 
who own Hollywood and half the world to boot, 
and boot it every chance they get, but the straw 
men they have their art industries put up for 
us to shoot at. In "The Graduate" it was the 
over thirties with a probably unconscious kick 
^ £ strippers and one dimensional fiatemity 
boys. But this year it's our southern brothers. 


If we're ever gonna get ourselves together 
it seems to me we better stop fucking around with 
Hollywood and Madison .Avenue and Nashville and all 
the other centers of cultural power in this country 
and get back to where the people are, i.e. not 
driving up and down the California coast chasing 
some rich bitch in an Alfa Romeo and not pulling 
off daring deeds of individual capitalist greed 
while doing your own killing as opposed to the legal 
mass robbery and mass murders of the "ruling class" 
but just daily being oppressed, exploited and 
murdered slowly b> ali the contradictions and by- 
products of rhore contradictions inherent in this 
rotten system. 

There ain't gonna be any "revolutionary westerns 
ixi this country until Huey Newton gets free prime 
time on the tube to address the nation and Pi chard 
Nixon sits in a cell somewhere watching it.

unless you re already hip to nutrition I myself 
would have been hesitant had I not by chance 
eaten this last summer at the restaurant in the 
Museum of Man in Pans. We were taken there by 
a friend, robust and glowing, who failed to talk 
us into ordering raw meat but proceeded to do it 
himself and then shared his dish with us * 

What the waiter brought him was a beautiful 
plate of bone china on which 1/2 or 3/4 pound of 
fresh, raw ground meat lay. Then half a dozen 
small bowls were brought and set before him* They 
contained crisp green bell peppers, chopped 
small, finely chopped raw onion, chopped hard- 
boiled egg, diced tomatoes, minced parsley, and 
minced garlic Two sauces were also available* 

He used a bit of the red one which was sweet and 
tangy, resembling our tangy ketchup. Our friend 
took 20 minutes to mix these in. He would take 
the contents of one bowl at a time and completely 
blend it with the meat (with his fork), before 
proceeding to the next bowl„ When he finished, 
he added salt and pepper, gave a final good 
mixing, shaped the meat into a neat mound and 
offered me his fork. In that instant 1 remembered 
that I had been given raw ground meat as a child 
mixed with garlic on buttered bread., My hesita- 
tion dissolved 1 found his lunch delicious. 

In America the best way to do this is either 
to buy ground sirloin or grind your own. Use any 
or all of the above mixers. If you’re shy of 
garlic, a bit of garlic salt can be used instead 
Grated cheddar mixed in is also very good- Eat 
the meat the same day you buy it and make sure 
it‘s high grade 

Eating raw meat seems to be some kind of taboo 
m this country, though it's done in other places 
with no ill effects on the contrary, it s consider 
ed quite healthy A great deal has been said on 
taboo -- running the gamut from Frazier and Freud 
to Levi Strauss. I myself will simply say that 
taboos which once were functional may not be 
functional now Since we live in a constantly 
changing, possibly disintegrating society we have 
the option of deciding these things for ourselves.
